Fire Department Hints For A 
Fire Safe Christmas 

YOUR CHRISTMAS TREE 

When buying your tree try to obtain one that hasn't dried 
out from prolonged storage and remember the larger the tree 
the greater the hazard. 

Just before setting up the tree, saw off the trunk at an 
angle at least one inch above the orginal cut. 

Place the tree in a secure stand designed for holding water 
and keep the level of the water above the cut the entire time 
the tree is indoors. (Check the water level at least once a day). 

Support the tree well. Don't put it near sources of heat 
or where, standing or fallen it could block the way out of the 
room in case of fire. 

Artificial trees need care in selection and handling too. 
Plastic and metalized trees can burn. Use the type clearly marked 
as slow burning materials. 

Metal trees are not a fire hazard but may be a shock 
hazard so use only indirect lighting with them.

Canadian Training Conditions 
Ideal 


British Army regular soldiers 
will train in Canada 'in February 
and March oi 1965 to gain expe¬ 
rience in winter warfare conditions 
'it was announced by Canadian 
Forces Headquarters- This will be 
the fifth consecutive year British 
troops have taken training here. 

The units are "L" (NERY) Bat¬ 
tery of the 2nd L'ight Regiment, 
Royal Artillery, and '“B" Company 
of the 1st Battalion. The Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers. 

The 130 gunners will train at 
the Royal Canadian School of Ar¬ 
tillery, Camp ShRo, Man., from 
Feb 2 to Mar 13. They will bring 
six 105-mm pack howitzers with 
them. 

The 160 infantrymen who hail 


from all parts of Ireland, w'ill take 
part in cold weatner and winter 
warfare training at Camp Wain- 
wright. Alta., during the same 
period. 

Reconnaissance parties are now 
in Canada arranging with Army 
authorities for the reception and 
training of advance parties and 
main bodies. The advance parties" 
consisting of 40 instructors, will 
arrive in early January to take 
a winter indoctrination course. 

Each unit will be flown from 
Britain by Britannia aircraft of the 
Royal Air Force Transport Com¬ 
mand. 

The artillery exercise is named 
"Bright Water" and the infantry 
exercise is called "Frozen Jump".

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Go Around the World 
with Santa Claus 


Santa Claus is a wanted man. 
But he won't be easy to track 
down, for he has too many 
aliases. 

In one part of the world he 
pops up under the name of 
Julenissen; in another, the Ab¬ 
bot of Unreason; in a third, as 
Saint Nicholas, or Father Christ¬ 
mas. 

Santa's rewards, as well as his 
name, vary from place to place. 
In one country, a bad child is 
liable to find coals in his stock¬ 
ings. Elsewhere, a good child 
may discover a “Yogi Bear"! 

What and When 

Santa's timetable and the gifts 
he brings vary with the particu¬ 
lar country where he has staked 
out operations. 

In Spain, he bears gifts on 
January 6, Epiphany, in celebra¬ 
tion of the Three Wise Men. 
Kids put their shoes in the win¬ 
dows and fill them with straw 
for the neighbors' horse—in the 
hope that while the horses may 
neigh, Santa won't say "nay." 

In Germany, he wears a big 


chain which he rattles at the 
door, and enters bringing candy 
and cookies for the goon young¬ 
sters, an empty potato sack for 
the bad ones. 

In North America, Santa fillsj 
the good kids' stockings with 
everything from electric trains 
and model space rockets to toys 
testing their skills and expand¬ 
ing their knowledge. 

In Italy, Santa comes as an 
old woman on a broomstick, 
named La Befona, and leaves 
gifts in the shoes of nice child¬ 
ren. But woe to those who don't 
mind their parents—they're apt 
to find ashes in their brogans! 

Names He Gets 

Santa Claus has been known 
by many names in his remarkable 
career. 

Saint Nicholas. In the 4th cen¬ 
tury he was modeled after the 
original St. Nicholas who lived in 
Turkey and whose deeds of cour¬ 
age and kindness earned him af¬ 
ter death the title of patron saint 
of children. The legend of the 
good saint as gift-giver later 


spread to Russia, Scandinavia, 
Holland, Belgium and Germany. 

The Abbot of Unreason. In the 

Middle Ages, the gift giver took 
human form and became an offi¬ 
cer who directed the festivities 
of the holiday season. Dubbed the 
Abbot of Unreason by the Scots, 
and the Lord of Misrule, he held 
office from Christmas till Janu¬ 
ary 6 ond his word was law. 
Either elected or appointed, he 
ruled over the holiday activities 
in royal household, colleges, and 
inns. The English called him 
King of the Bean, and to the 
French he was the Boy Bishop. 

Christkindlein. rn Germany 
during the 15th century, Martin 
Luther, a religious leader who 
also invented a lot of new Ger¬ 
man words, substituted the Christ 
Child, or Christkindlein, for St. 
Nicholas as the bearer of gifts. 
He wanted to make the bearing 
of girts a symbol of the Wise 
Men's visit to Bethlehem, bring¬ 
ing gold, frankincense, and 
myrrh. So the Christ Child came 
secretly to German homes on the 
Eve of Christmas. 

Kris Kringle. In the 17th cen¬ 
tury, a German colony led by 
William Penn settled in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and again Santa changed 
his name! The settlers had 


brought the Christkindlein with 
them, but somehow it got trans¬ 
formed into Kris Kringle. 

Santa, himself! The Dutch 
nicknamed St. Nicholas "Santa 
Claus" for short, but his image 
as a fat little man with rosy 
cheeks and white beard comes 
down to us from a poem written 
in 1 822 by Dr. Clement C. Moore 
an American minister. Dr. Moore 
based the poem on a colorful 
Dutchman he once met, and 
named it, "The Night Before 
Christmas." He recited it to his 
children, who were delighted. 
Then he threw it away. A lady 
visitor rescued it from the waste¬ 
basket and had it published in 
the Troy, N.Y., Sentinel. It be¬ 
came a literary classic and al¬ 
most every child now knows 
about the creatures that were not 
stirring, not even a mouse. 

Father Christmas. During the 
19th century, Santa recrossed 
the Atlantic from the USA and 
became know as Father Christ¬ 
mas in England and Pere Noel 
in France. 

Julenissen. That's what the 
Norwegians call him, and he 
works overtime in the land of the 
fiords. He brings gifts to good 
kids before they go to bed on 


Christmas Eve, after the family 
has finished Christmas dinner; 
and in the week between Christ¬ 
mas and New Year's he totes his 
sack to a community party for 
the children called "Jultrefest." 

Regardless of Jhe name by 
which Santa is known, and no 
matter where he appears, one 
fact about the old-timer remains 
constant: 

He is a wanted man!

His praise made the 
job worthwhile, and the chilled fingers acquired at roof level, 
didn’t matter at all. 

ETIQUETTE 

Several of the ladies have mentioned that at this time 
of year, with so many invitations being sent out, it might 
be a good idea to give some mention to rules of etiquette — 
replying to invitations, what to wear, etc. This is a pretty 
comprehensive subject, and lack of space would certainly 
prevent proper coverage.

Non Alcoholic Punch 

Here is an economical recipe for a punch which I have 
,had passed on to me: 

4 cups boiling water poured over 2 tea bags 
Add 1 cup sugar 


Stir until dissolved; remove tea bags 

Add — Va cup lemon juice and 1 Y 2 cups orange juice 

Chill 

Just before serving add — 1 Qt. 7-up or Ginger Ale. 

An easy casserole dish for buffet meals, or just as a 
change from turkey is Little Italy Macaroni: 

In a skillet blend one papckage dry spaghetti-sauce mix, 
1 teaspoon seasoned salt, 20-ounce can tomatoes and 2 
tablespoons olive or salad oil; simmer, uncovered for about 
25 minutes. Meanwhile cook an 8 ounce package (2 cups) 
elbow macaroni; add to tomato mixture. In a 2-quart cas¬ 
serole alternate layers of macaroni mixture with 1 Vz cups 
grated sharp Cheddar cheese. Cover; bake at 350 degrees 
for 30 minutes. Makes 8 servings.

At a regular monthly meeting 
back in November 1963, a sug¬ 
gestion presented by Capt. S. H. 
Clarke to the St- John's Senior 
Youth Group, was adopted, dev¬

March of this year. 

After the normal waiting pe- 
period, Foster Parents Plan Inc. 
notified the SYQ that they were 
now Foster Parents of Child No. 
10537, a young Korean girl 
named Jin Hi Yun. The Group 
was given a complete account 
of the adopted child's personal 
history wh'ich is so identical to 
thousands of other such pitiful 
cases caused by war and its 
terrifying results- 

Jin Hi's father was attending 
college when the Korean war 
erupted in 1950 and immediately 
went into the army. He was 
reported missing not long after 
the child was born in September 
1954. Her mother, heart-broken, 
died socn alter and the child 
has been cared for since by her 
grandmother. 

As can be seen by the picture 
above, Jm Hi is a beautiful girl. 
The Foster Parents Plan havte 
reported that she is gentle, sweet- 
tempered and is devoted to her 
65 year-old grandmother whom 
she assists as much as possible 
in their humble abode. The 10 
year-old girl works hard and 
wants to keep on studying so 
that later on she may work with 
the church 'in some capacity. 

Jin Hi and the Youth Group 
correspond regularly through the 
service provided by translators of 
the PLAN. Her letters to her Fos¬ 
ter Parents reflect the deep appre¬ 
ciation that is developing through 
their brief association. The Group 
also found it possible this year 
to send an additional gift of $15 
to their charge which will enable 
her to enjoy Christmas just a littl e 
bit better. 

The generosity and thoughtful¬ 
ness of this enterprising Gries¬ 
bach Group in making a decision 
to help one of the world's unfor¬ 
tunate waifs with practical assist¬ 
ance is indeed commendable. The 
monthly assignment of $8.00 from 
their treasury will provide cloth¬ 
ing, special medical care, an edu¬ 
cation and a promise of better 
things for to-morrow! 

Would ‘it not be a wonderful 
thing if other military institutions, 
blessed with greater assets than 
this struggling little group, were 
to follow their example?

Festive Dinner Menu 

Cream of Tomato Soup with Soda Biscuits 
Roast Turkey with Ciblet and Onion Gravy 
Apple Sauce Dressing 
Steamed Shredded Carrots 
Green String Beans (frozen type) 

Hot Mince Pie with Whipped Cream 
or Steamed Carrot Pudding with Hard Sauce 


The following may be placed on the table to enjoy during 
the meal. 

Salad tray consisting of lettuce hearts, radish, short green 
onions, green and ripe olives, iced celery sticks, or stuffed celery 
sticks, sliced tomatoes, etc. 

Hot buttered rolls or baking powder biscuits. Cranberry 
sauce or blue plum jam, assorted cheese tray and Ritz type bis¬ 
cuits. Bowl of assorted fruit, nuts in or out of the shell, sliced 
Christmas cake or light cherry cake. 

HOW TO PREPARE THE APPLE SAUCE DRESSING AS MEN¬ 
TIONED ABOVE. 

This dressing can be done separately or placed inside turkey, 
makes enough for a medium sized turkey or 12 servings. 

APPLE SAUCE DRESSING 


Combine 12 cups toasted bread crumbs. 

1 tablespoon salt garine or butter) 

1 /2 tsp. black pepper 1 lb. of fresh pork sausage 

1 /3 cup onions (diced and 2 medium apples (grated) 

sauteed in Vz cup mar- 6 eggs well beaten 

Moisten if necessary with warm water. Stuff turkey or 
transfer to a greased pan or wrap in foil and bake for 1 houi 
in 350° oven. 

SUGGESTED USES FOR LEFT OVER TURKEY 
TURKEY AND NOODLES 

Serves 8 to 10 

3 tbsp. cooking oil 1 20 oz. can tomatoes 

2 lbs. ground turkey 1 12 oz. pkg. noodles (cook) 

1 large green pepper (chopped) 1 cup grated cheddar cheese 

2 large onions (chopped) 2Vz tsp. salt 

3 large stalks celery 1 /4 tsp rosemary 

(chopped) 1 cup coarse cracker crumbs 

1 cup sliced or canned or dry Chinese noodles 

mushrooms 2 tbsp. butter 

METHOD 

Heat oven 350°. Grease a 2Vz qt. casserole. 

Heat oil in large heavy saucepan, add turkey and cook, 
stirring and breaking meat apart until lightly browned. Add green 
pepper, onions, celery and mushrooms and cook gently, stirring 
for 5 minutes, add tomatoes and simmer 15 minutes, stirring 
often. Remove from heat, stir in cooked noodles, 1 cup cheese, 
salt, pepper and rosemary. Pour into prepared casserole. 

Sprinkle with cracker crumbs or cheese noodles and dot 
with butter. 

Bake in moderate oven, 350°, for 45 minutes. 

TURKEY ALMOND 

(Serves 4) | 3 tbsp. soy sauce 

2 tbsp. cooking oil I Vz tsp. monosodium glutamate 


2 large stalks celery, cut in 1 cup chicken broth 

diagonal 1 inch pieces 2 cups cooked turkey 

1 small onion, sliced thin (cut into large pieces) 

Vz cup sliced mushrooms 1 cup toasted almonds 

1 tbsp. corn starch cooked rice 

METHOD 

Heat oil in heavy skillet. Add celery, onions and mushrooms. 
Cook gently, stirring constantly, for 2 minutes. 

Combine corn starch, soy sauce, monosodium glutamate 
and chicken broth. Add slowly to hot mixture, stirring constantly. 
Cook until thickened and clear. Add turkey and almonds and 
cook and stir gently until warmed through. 

Serve immediately on hot rice. 

STUFFING BALLS 

Makes 10 (Good with cold sliced turkey) 

1/2 cup butter 2 chicken bouillon cubes 

1/2 cup chopped onion 2/3 cup hot water 

1 /2 cup chopped green pepper 1 /2 lb. bulk sausage meat 

1/2 cup chopped celery 2 tsp. salt 

5 cups bread crumbs 1 /2 tsp. pepper 

5 cups crumbled corn bread 1 /2 tsp. poultry seasoning 

mix 1 /2 cup chopped pecans 

2 eggs, beaten 1 /4 cup chopped parsley 

METHOD 

Heat oven to 350°. Heat butter in heavy skillet, add onion, 
green pepper and celery and cook gently until almost tender. 
Add bread crumbs and cook and stir until crumbs are golden. 
Turn mixture into a large bowl. Add crumbled corn bread. 
Dissolve bouillon cubes in hot water. Sprinkle over mixture. Put 
sausage in skillet used previously and cook, stirring constantly, 
until well browned. Add meat and drippings to crumbs. Sprinkle 
in salt, pepper, poultry seasoning, pecans and parsley and toss 
lightly. Pour eggs over all and toss again. 

Pack into 10 buttered 5 oz. custard cups (jelly moulds will 
do if you don't have enough custard cups) and bake 45 minutes 
or until well browned. Serve hot.

Cents and 
Sense 

Youngsters often find 'it hard to | 
accept the earnest arguments of j 
their parents on the desirability of 
getting a good education. But in |: 
the latest census figures on indi- j 
vidual incomes related to school- j: 
ing, they can see, in dollars and i 
cents, just what a man's educa- 
tion is worth in Ontario. 

The 1961 figures show that of 
the 16,000 in the province who 
had no schooling, about 37 per j 
cent were earning less than $1,000 j 
a year. The average income of 
this group was $2,218. 

Those who had some form of 
education, whether at kindergar- j 
ten or elementary school, were J 
earning $3,438 on an average. 

For those who had completed one J 
to three years high school the ave- i 
rage income was $4,136; for those ! 
who completed four to five years 
high school it was $5,070. Some j 
university education meant a man 
could expect to earn $5,301 an- | 
nually. 

The difference made by a uni¬ 
versity degree was a sizeable one. 
Only about one per cent of univer¬ 
sity graduates in the province 
were earning less than $5,000 a 
year, while 65 per cent had in¬ 
comes greater than $6,000. The 
average earning for the degree 
holder was $9,370.
